But there is one 
special case that does not neatly fit into the human rights 
portfolio — that of Raoul Wallenberg. 

As I'm sure you know, Raoul Wallenberg is an Honorary Citizen 
of the United States. When he was captured by the Soviets in 
1945 he was on a mission to help Hungarian Jews escape the 
Holocaust, at the direct behest of the United States* War Refugee 
Board. 

I sincerely hope that during the discussions on human rights 
issues with General Secretary Gorbachev, you will raise the 
Wallenberg case. It seems to we that we owe the Wallenberg 
family a debt of honor. And we can repay that debt by findinc 
out conclusively what has happened to this valiant man.
